Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 31-45 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose a pyrotechnic device adapted to fire blank ammunition and having a 
plurality of receptacles, each receptacle including first, second and third borings having 
different diameters as claimed so that each of said receptacles can selectively and 
interchangeably receive at least two different types of blank ammunition rounds.
